Though more miſcarry by pre- 
ſumption, [yet the more deſperate are they that 
ruine themſelves by their own deſpair, If there- 
fore thow ſhalt confeſſe with thy mourh the Lord Fe- 
ſus Chriſt, and beleive with thine heart that God hath

Fefterne Barges full of diſeaſed and wounded perſons from the Earle 
of Eſſex his Army, which wereto be diſpoſed of in the Savoy and (e> 
verall placesabout the City, and that no fewer then 60 of them were 
to be quartered on the yoore towne of Richmond, which Townebe. 
fides the weekly afſ-fſement of 7' 195 for the ſupport of the warre, 
was ordered by the Generally warrant to pay 308%a day, for the relcife 
of theſe ficke perſons: As alſo rhat on Munday laſt, the Lord Rochforrs 
whole Regiment,and another Troope of the Rebels horſe, made arun- 
ning retreat tothe City of London; moſt wilcly judgeing that it was 
ſafcr tarrying there, then nearer Reading; and that it was reported ve» 
ry 'credibly on the morrow after, that the new ſoldiers raiſcd by the 
Lord Grey of Warke, were already weary of the ſervice, and began to 
teave him in great numbers, the worke being found (> full of ditticul- 
ty. And it was further certified by ſome Letters thence, that though 
the Earle of Eſex haddefired a ſupply both of men and mony, for the 
better proſecuting of the ficge, yet there was little hopes of either:the 
Citizens conceiving. it not ſafe to ſpare more men, till they ſee how 
— 6 owne workes will be manned. and tarniſhed; and many of the 

ealow Brethren who uſcd tolend their money on the publicke faith, 
being broke laſt weeke, together with many other ſignes and ſymp- 
toms ofa deſperate cauke. 


MunDaY April, 


This day began with an eflarme from Dorcheſter, which at the firſt 
report cauſed great noyfe and produced much terrour, but in fine pro» 
ved nothing: anfwerable to the ralke which was raiſed about it: ir be» 
ing reported with greatconfidence,thata party of the Rebels ſent from 

entey,or from theLord Greys quarters neere (aw/dam bridge; hadin 
the night fallen into Dorcheſter, and taken five whole troopes of His 
Majeſties horſe, kilked about 60 of his /ife- guards, and diſperſedthe 
relt, and by that Accident had got poſſclion alfo of the Sr Roys 
all. Bur when this confidEnt report came to be capable of examinati- 
on,it was found to be no more then this, that His Majeſties forces ſent 
before ro Dorchefter,to be fo farre onwards on their way towards Ree 
ding, net being fo carefull of their watchas they ought Yo be (and for 
defect whereof they have ſmartee formerly) were ſet on by the Rebels 
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inthe dead of night, five of then killed in the medley, andabont zo of 
the horſe taken our of the (tables, 

But His Majeſty not a whit diſcouraged with this terrible noyſe, ac- 
cording to his firſt intent, tooke horſe for Wallingford, about ſeven this 
morning (even whileſt thisnoyſe was at the greateſt) accompanied 
with Prince Charles, Prince fawrice and his owne Royall Troope of 
Lordsand Gentlemen, thereſt being either gone before or coming af- 
ter. About. noone Prince Rapert 'came to Towne, leaving his Army 
conſiſting of 1000 horſe, and 2000 foot (but thoſe footeall horſed} 
together with 8 peece of Cannon, tobe brought after by the * Earle 
of Northampton : and having a little reſted and refreſhed himſelfe, 
made halt to Wallingford (at which place His Majeſtic reſolved to abide 
this day) where he was enterteined with great expreſſions of joy and 
welcome. And'the fame day His Majeſties Army grew ſo great,by the 
freeand voluntary comming in of the Berkeſsire Gentry , with men, 


Armes, and horſes, and the acceilion of ſome forces out of other parts, _ 


'that His Majeſtie ſent backe ſome troopesof horſe forthe guard of Ox= 
ferd, and gave command that all ſuch Country people as had beene cal- 
ledinto make good the Towne, ſhould be permitted to go home, and 
that all His Majeſties forces which wereto come from Zavbary for 
defence thereof, ſhould be fent backe againe to their owne qu{irters. 

It was advertiſed from Londox, by letters dated April 18. that order 
had been lately given for the removall of all the Ordinance out of His 
Majeſties ſmips at Chatham, out of many of the Forts onthe Kents/5 
coaſt, for the better ſtrengthning ofthe Eiry,being ſo drained of men 
& Ammunition, (aſwell as money )as it hath been lately: butchat,upon 
the murmur of the inhabitants of thoſe parts, who liked not to be left 
ſo deſtitute of all defence, was not then put in execution;there being in 


the meane time (till this may be done) two ſhips appointed 86 guard 


the mouth of the River, for feare leſt during this nakedneſle,they ſhould 
be either ſurprized or fired that way. As alſo that the Lower Houſe do 
continue ſtill in croſſing the Orders of the Lords as they liſt chemlelves:

eaftlc having beſieged the Lord Fairefax in the Towne of Leedes,had 
brought him at the la{tunto that condition, that he de fired to be ad. 
mitted to a Treaty, for the delivering up of the Towne and Caſtle; 
deſiring (as was pretended) that aſwel] to fave the effuſion of Chri. 
ſtian bloud, as to preſerve the Towne from plundering, His Majelties 
Forces might be withdrawne while the thing was doing. Which 
' overture being (ifnitied to the Queenes Majeltie, and by Her appros 
ved , ( Her Majcſtie ſending word to the Earle of Newcaſtle , thatif 
the Towne might be obmined that way without ſhedding bloud , he 
Mould by all meanes yeildunto it) he did accordingly withdraw his 
Forces, or the moſt part of them, and went towards Felbeck, his 
owne houſe in Nortinghamſbire, where his Lady lay exceeding (icke, 
who died within a little time of his comming thither, In the meane 
time his Lordſhip ſtaying at Felbeck longer then he did intend, to 
ſertle hi, 2Kaires, and folemnize the funerall of his deceaſed Lady, the 
Lord Fairefax having furniſhed himſelfe with necefſaries to main- * 
taine the Towne, flew off from the Agreement which himſelfe had 
made, and ſo importimately defired : which put the Earle of New- . | 
eaſtle to the trouble of a ſecond ſiege, and on a reſolution to parſue 1t 
with his utmoſt power , (ince no faire dealing could prevaile to ob- = 
raine it otherwiſe. - And it was alſo certified in the faid Relation, that 
the Inhabitants of thoſe parts , perceiving by the fraudulent carriage 
of this buſineſſe, that all the hopes of ſerling that poore Country in its 
former peace, was in the good fliccefſe of the Earle of Newcaſtle, 
came to hum in ſuch numbers, and with fach alacritie, as did increaſe 
; his Armie, which before was great (as we ſhall ſee anon by their own 
confeſſion )' to ſo vaſt a proportion , that he is able to bring 20000 
fighting men into the field , if occafion be.. Which, leſt it ſhould be 
thought incredible, or made of purpoſe to advance the reputation of 
the cauſe, it was advertiſed from London by Letters of the 21 of this 
preſent e-Fprid, that it was credibly reported to be fo in the Houſe of 
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| Commons, by one Captaine Alnred, who did affirme it with fuchconc 
£dence, that it bath very much abared the high lookes of ſome porene

By this Relation, and the advertiſement before mentioned, the Rea» 
der may perceive with what truth and candour the Lord Fairefax 
hath informed the Houſe of Commons, ( as is advertiſed by Letters 
ſrt from Lonuon alſo) that a Ceſſation being deſired by the Earle of 
Newcaſtle for 4 day or two, and by bim granted, the Earle direly COP 
trary 70 the ſaid Agreement made an aſſault upon the Towne, but was {0 
valiantly repmiſed , that looſing many of his men in that poore attempt, 
he was compelled the next day to raiſe his fiege, and went away with all 
his Forces, Which though it was diſperſed abroad to revive the 
people, (in caſe that paſſage were not fained for the ſame good end } 
yer gained but little credit amongſt knowing and diſcerning men, 
partly becauſe 1t is acknowledged in the ſaid Letters, that the eArmy 
of the Earle of Newcaſtle con/iſted of no Heſſe then 16000 Foot, and 60 
Troopes of Horſe, very well appointed, and that of his owne eArmy he 
had no more left then 2500 men, and thoſe weake and wearied, which 
is a very ſcant proportion, unlikely to m_ an Enemy of ſuch 
frength and courage : and partly becauſe he doth fo earneſtly ſol- 
licite the Houſe to be ſupplied immediately with 2000 men, azd 2 
proportionable ſumme of money to maintaine the ſide, or elſe chep 
wſt excuſe him if he take ſome conrſe to ſecure himſelfe , Which is not 
certainly the tile of a conquering General. And it 1s alfo certified in 
the aid Letters ſent from Zondon,thar with much difficulty they have 
raiſed 2000! to be ſent unto him, but can ſpare no men : which ſlen- 
der ſumme, whether it will be ſatisfaQtory to his preſent want, or ra- 
ther give him ſome occaſton to ſecure himſclfe (in ſuch a way as is ſur= 
miſed by his Letters) the event will ſkew. 

It is advertiſed from London alſo, by Letters of the 23 of eApri/, 
that by the pra&tices of Maſter Pridea#x,and others of the Commutree 
from the Houſe of Commons ; the Treaty betweene the two Coun« 
ties of Cornwall and Devon is broken off, and the warre like to be 
renewed : the blame of which they would faine lay upon the (rni/p, 
for that they would not condeſcend to be governed by the Ordinances, 
made by the two Houſes, / without the Kings conſent : and that al- 


though they ſeemed todefire a Ceflation for ro daigs longer, ye! Sir

It is conceived the gaining of this empty towne, and the removing 
of the Garriſon bur a fortnight ſooner then was intended by His Ma» 
jeſty (tor no more was done) hath coſt his Excellencie very many of 
his men, which have beene cither killed by the defendants, or periſh- 
ed by ſickneſſe and diſcaſes, or made unſerviceable by their wounds, 

 erelſe were runne away to avoid thoſc danzers, 

It was advertiſed from Londow by Letcers bearing date Apr. 23 
that Sir Edward Ay/ſcongh one of the (ommittee For the Houſe of 
Commons in the County of Lincolne, - had ſent ſome letters to that 
Houſe, fignifyingin what great diftreſſe that Country was, and that 
except they had 8 ipeedy ſnpply both of men and money, they were 
in danger to be loſt, as the reſt of their neighbours in the North had 
beene already, W bich letter being improvidently read in the Howſe 
by Malter Speaker, before he had imparted it to the Cloſe Commuree, 
occaſioned great offence amongſt them, astending to the diſcourage= 
ment of mens affeRions, and ar atime when they ſtood moſt in need 
of ag00d opinion among the people. And it was orderedthereupon 
that an Anſwere ſhonld be ſent to8* Edward Ayſconghadviſing him & 
the reſt of their ommittee intboſe parts,to be more wary in crediting 
& piving out reports ( how trac and evident ſoever Jof ſuch a preju« 
diciall nature unto their affaires; and that their buſincſſe in the North, 
ſtood not in ſuch a deſperate condition as they ſeemed to intimate,of 
which they were aſcertained by ſome letters thence, lately received, 
and of good credit. Ic ſeems ic is not chought ſufficient for thoſe N_ 

they 
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they imploy, or depend upon them, to give up both their power and 


purſe unleſſe they do reſigne their underſtanding alſo, nay their com- 
mon ſence, to be diſpoſed of at their pleaſures, And it was certified 


withall,how much Sir Arthay Haſlerig was commended for his care & 0 


caution, in publiſhing nothing tq the Houſe but of Walkers viRories, 
how many times he had diftrefied Prince Afawrice, and how often 
beate him; and after moving privately for a ſupply of 2000 mento be 
fent unto him, in regard he could not reinforce himſclfe and fillup 
his companies ( by which it ſeemes his loſſes have beene greater then 
hiscomings in ) without helpe from thence, and that a good ſupply 
of money may be ſcnt him alſo. EO 

It was alſo ſignified by letters of the ſame date, that notwithſtandy 
ing the diſlike of the Kerr5fs men(o reſolute the Hoyſes are to breake 
thorow all difficulties ) about an hundred peeces of Ordinance were 
taken out of His Majeſtics ſhipps at (batham, and brought up to 
London; 60 whereof wereby an Order made on Saturday to be dcli- 
vered to the Citie for the defence of their workes. His Majeſty 
in the mcane time (whoſe per{on,honour,and eſtate they have obliged 
themſelves by theirproreftation, to defend and keepe ) is ina very fine 
condition, in that they do nor onely ſtrip hina of his proper goods, 
but uſc his owne Armes to deſtroy his perſon. 


THURSDAY, April. 27. 


The greateſt part of this preſent day was ſpent in exyeRation of 
the ſucceſic of Reading, in __ His Majeſtic finding ſome helitation 
inthe Earle of Eſſex , to make good the Articles of Agreement , had 
commanded ſome of his Forces , which had beene ſent backe to Ox- 
Ford, to returne unto him. Bur at the laſt newes came that the Towne 
was rendred , according tothe Articles of Agreement on the part of 
His Majeſties Souldiers , though moſt ſhamefully broken by thoſe of 
the Earle of Eſſex, For after our two firſt Regiments were paſſed 
their Guards, the Rebe/s moſt perfidioufly fell upon the reſt (their 

Otticers and Commanders looking on, and giving way unto it ) 
plundered their Waggons , ſearched their pockets, rooke from 
them many of their weapons, and truſting to the proverbe that 
change was no robbery , would needs exchange both hats and cloakes 
with them, whether they would or not. Nor Was it ltrange, Or Contra» 
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ecoexpeAation and their uſuall praftice, that they who formerly hal 
cancelled rhe bond of naturall allegeance to their Lord and King, 
ſhou'd rhinke themſelves diſcharged from all obligations made to pri» 

ze men, And it.is worth the obſervation, that when complaint 
Cocefions made to the {ommanaers of the Rebels,as a maniftelt breach 
of the Agreement, anſwer was made, that they had two independent 
Regiments in their Army raiſed of YVoluntiers, which would not enter 
intothe aRion, but on this condition, that they ſhould be under no 
command but of their owne 1mmediate-Othcers; and therefore what 
ever injury had beene cammitted, it was done by thoſe Voluntiers,and 
| notiatheir power to remedy. A devicefull of impudence and baſe- 
neſſe, borh to fruſtrate all contrats and agreements both now and 


hereafter, and yet to ſave themſelves from the imputation of breaking - 


Covenants ; if men were all ſo dull and {imple, as not to.ſee through 
ſuch poore diſguiſes of their vitlamies, But to proceed, His Majeſties 
Souldiers came at laſt to Welingford in ſafety, the next day to Oxford; 
where, and in the Villages adjoyning , they were diſpoſed of by His 
Mzjeſtie,to refreſh themſelves: 

This day alſo towardsevening, there came to Oxford ſeven Peeces 
of Cannon, and about 30 loads of great ſhot, bullets, and other ſorts af 
Ammunition, moſt of which had beene taken by Prince Repert in the 
Cloſe at Lichfield. 

Ly It was advertiſed from Londox by Letters of the the. 24", that 
whileſt they were in expeRation of the ſucceſle of the fiege of Rea- 
ding, much of their leiſure had beene takenup in the Houſe of Come 
99117, in diſplacing ſome malignant finiſters, for poyſoning the Sabe 
jcQs of this Realme with the peſtilent dorine of obedience, and put- 
ting others in their roomes more. ſerviceable to traine them in the 
principles of ſedition and rebellion : that at the laſt ſome of the ative 
Members had prevailed , (although they had beerfe foyled in a former 


tryail) to have the Houſe adjourned rwo dayes every weeke , (viz. 


Wedneſday and Friday ) that their Commirree might have time to 
tranſaR their ſecret and more weighty buſineſſes : that they had 
made an Order. ypon Munday laſt at a Commnttee , for demoliſhs 
Ing all Piftures, ſuperſtitious Monuments , and the, defacing of 
Glaſſle windowes, with the like 7dolatries ; and perhaps: Churches 
Wl come next , as having beene _ by former times to ſuperſtiti- 
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on8 and Idolatrous uſes : that there were Letters lately read in the 
Houſe trom ef/cs bury, complaining that both their Men and Armey 
were taken from them, and that if a ſupply of both were riot ſere 
with ſpeed, they were in danger to be loſt : And finally, that Alders 
man Soame being behinde 2000! in ſome Taxation formesly impoſed 
upon him, and being demanded for it in the Houte, made anſwer, that 
he neither had it, nor knew where to get it ; and when it was replied 
that it was ltrange a Member of that Houſe ſhonle want credit for 
20001, he preſently rejoyned, that be did no: thinke hi credit any 
thing advanced by being a Member of that Howj:, Which bitter An- 
{wer ſodiſpleaſed them , that it was ordered by the Houſe, that it he 
did nor pay it in by a time appointed, they would procced to cenſure 
him for it. A very jult reward for thoſe many ſervices he hath done 
that Houſe, to the disſervice of His Majeſtic, 


FR1DAY. effpril 28. 


Te was advertiſed this day from Pererburgh, that Colonell 
Cromwell had beſtoweda viſit onthar little City, and put themtothe 
charge of his entertainment, plundering a great part thereof to di{- 
charge the reckoning, and further that inpurſaance of the thorow Re» 
formaton,he did moſt miſerably deface the CathedralT hurch, breake 
downe the Organ: , anddeſtroy the glaſſe windowes, committing | 
many other outrages on the houſe of God which were not actedby 
the Gothes in the ſack of Rowe, and aremoſt commonly forborn by 
the Turks when they poſſcfie themſelves by force of a Chritsas city. 

This day alſo His Mzjeſty, Prince (herles, and His Majeſties two 
XNepbews came backe ro Oxford, attended by their guards of Hor:e; 
a great part ofthe Army, and almoſt all the ſonldiers which came from 
Reading following not long after, | 

This day advertiſement came from Sherbowyne in Dorſet/pire of the 
horrible outrages lately committed there by the Rebels forces under 
the command of Colonell eLiexander Popham, Edward Pophan his 
Brother, Colonell S trode,Colonell Harbyn, and Tohn Browne Eſquire, 
who waſted and ſpoiled the Towne though the Inhabitants laid 
downetheir Armes, and then pillaged the Earle of Brifols houſe of 
all the plate, Jeixcls, money, great ore of linnen, bedding and other 
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thingsto the value of many thouſands of pounds, carrying away pris 
foner a ſervant whomrhe Earle had ſent to the Counteſſe, nor ſuffering 
him to ſpeake with her, And though one Maſter 7obn Walcot wrote a 
lerrer to them to.know their demands,urging that the moſt Barbaroug 
people in the world would not deſtroy any Towne or City bat would 
firlt give them ſummons to ſubmit ; yet they proceeded to burne and 
pillage all houſes, but fome few of their party who were ro do them 
farther ſervice , more eſpecially rhe ſaid Maſter Ye/cor whom they 
not onely plundered of whatever they found, but aſſefled him to pay 
z0o', or elſe they would pull downe his houſe: and indeed did pull 
downe 3 dwelling houſes of Maſter Hugh Hodger,and diſpoſed of the

(whether by nature induced, or thtough envie and ambition, to 
the intent co ſatisfie their appetites, perfivaded') doe ofrenrimes 
enter into actions repugnant unto thefelicity of good Government 
and Common-wealths, and by evill cauſers and perverſe deeds, doe 
ſecretly and underhand, ſeeke ro haſten and ſet forward the ruine 
anddecay of the ſame: Theſe _ becauſe rhey happen contra- 
ry , and beyond expeRation- are ſo much the more remarkable 
by how much they are ſuddaine, and unexpeted.

any enterprize, yet faith, honeſty, and other good Arts beitig now 
litrle ſet by, and Citizens through laſcivionſneffe confaming their 
eſtates, it was likely their number would racher increaſe then dimt- 
niſh. And under theſe pretences, they entered into many deſperate 
efterpriſes, and ſcarce any durſt walke the ftrcets with ſafety afrer 
nine at night. Sotoconclude inoutward ſhew there appeared no 
certaine affetion, nocenaine obedience, no certaine government

was left for further quarrell, but that it was ſalved by wiſe Gover- 
nors, and the expeRation of ſome diſappointed. 

Nevertheleſſe the Papiſts, being a ftrong faftion, and fo great a 
man being their favourer, grew into heads malice, and indeavour 
to make the inſolency of the Scotrs to appeare, whoto this in- 
reut that they mightbe the more hated of the Engliſh, notcon- 
tented with their preſent eſtate, would enter into Outrages ; ſome- 
counterfeit thedſeale Manuel! , others quip the Nobility in dif- 
daine, and a third fort ſecretly contrive the Engliſh death, whereby 
it happened beſides common clamor, that there were added ſecret 
diſcontenes of private perſons, which cauſed jealoufie ro happen in 
thoſe two Nations. But His Majeſty,being both w1 ſe and worthy, 
fore-ſaw the evill, and prevented it by Proclamation, by which 
meanes theſe clamors are ſtopr, and the injurte and offences of both 
parties redreſſed. The Iriſh ſeeing theſe ſores, and nearing of theſe 
miſdemeanours (for they have their intelligents here alſo into

grow obſtinate, and make religion a pretence to colour their inten- 
tions ; for which cauſe they ſtand out, and proteſt loſle of life and 
goods, rather then to be forced from their opinion, being wavering 
and unconſtant, rather thirſting for Rebellion, ro the intent topur- 
chaſe their owne liberty, then peace; every new alteration pives 
occaſion of diſcontent,and cauſes new complaints to be brought to 
the Kingseare, under pretehice whereof they grew contemptuousto 
their Governors, and haters of the Engliſh Lawes.

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incredit at home, atd have already made tryall ofthe dangers of 
rravaile, why then ſhould you hazard all upon UNCCrTantics, being 
in poſſ:fſion (as a man might ſay) of all that you apy yaw. 
by this meanes alrcady > Theſe ſpeeches what wkh the he put 
inthe Viſcount, what with the doubtfulneſleof his mind, doth iy 
2 manner confirme his opinion rather to leave it, then to take it, 
But nevertheleſle gives to underſtand, that it was no ſmall thing ty 
oppole the determination of the Councel!l, and tocontradi&the 
Kings imployment; for inecither of theſe he muſt expe the dil- 
pleaſure of both, and be in danger to receive condigne punih- 
ment. | 

. But Rocheſter, to get theſe doubts out of his mind, withgrear 
proteſtation and long diſcourſes, let him underſtand he had fo 
much experience ofhis worth, and found him ſo faithfull anddili- 
gent in imployments, thar he could fo well miſle his right hand 
as miſſe him, an that in caſe any ſuch danger ſhould happen to 
him ; yet neverthelcſſe, it cicher his word, his letter, credit, or fa: 
vour, could eithermitigate, releaſe, or relieve him, it ſhould nor 
be wanting to doc him caſe and pleaſure. 

Being led on with theſe hopes, he is ina manner drawne utterly 
to deny that which was intended for his profit, and to give hima 
fir opportunity to excuſe their malice towards him, as after hap- 


pened according to the ſaying of the Poet. ;

Beleeve not thou ſcarce any man ;

The Viſcount ſeeing him at this time in ſo fitting a vaine tobe 


wrought 
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yrought upon, and io calily ro be perſwadel from his purpeſc, 
ſhewed him much more favour then heretofore he had done, the 
betrer to confirme credence 1a him towards his perſivaſions, & to 
encourage him in his determinations, & by this meanes he is utrerly 
deceived, and growes confident to forſake it , in this mind the Vil- 
count leaves him, and betakes himſelfe to his purpoſe.

Ir Thomas Overburyand Rochefter, having (for fome 'private 0c- 
| caſion fallen into a new breach at Newmarket, returnes very 
penſively ro London , and now the time being come thar-he ſhould 
give an anfiwer, what he would doe concerning this Embaſſage, he 
anſwered, That he acknowledged himſelfe much bound unto His - 
Majeſty for many favours that he had beſtowed upon him, as t0 

preferre him to ſo great honour ; but yet nevertheleſſe od 
| imlelte 
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himſelfe of ſuch a place (unexperienced) how to execute it, and be- ** 
ſides tyed to manydomeſtick buſineſſes, defired ro be excuſed : 
This ſeeming ſomething ſtrange and harſh, that he ſhould negle 
hisowne good, and by this meanes incurre the diſpleaſure of the

- After his death with much'writing many entreatics 'and re- 
wards, one Frazcilia was entertained into theſe ations, a man of 
a reaſonable ſtature, crook ſhouldred, of a ſwarthy complexion, 
and thought to be no lefſe a Witch thenthe two former, Greſham 
and Forman; This man was more imployed to make povſons fit 
to be adminiſtred by eſto then otherwilſe ; for he was excellent in 
that art, to mitigate or increaſe rheir ſtrength, ſo that ſometimesa 
poyſon ſhould be a moneth ere it ſhould worke : Vertly evill aQi- 
ons ſhall never want evill actors ; and inall ages, Phyſitians; Apo- 
thecaries, Druggiſts, caſhired Serving-men that have fallen into 
want, have ſtill beene the agents in ſuch enterpriſes. Teri his 
Phyfitian, Spado an Apothecarie, and Lrigdo, Druſuu« Servant, are 
made agents to be his Poyſoners. Neroes Bond-man muſt kill him, 
P iſoes Captaine under Germanic muſt! poyſon him ; and by the 
helpe of a woman, poyloner of Cowe, a towne in Greta, who was 
fo skilfull, that ſhee had poyſon in his poyſon, in his haire tokill 
himſelfe ; a Centurianto Maximus muſt poyſon him, 4exanders 
Phiſitian A-tepater, and Arrftotle muſt be the author of his owne 
death. And here Francklin a kind of Phiſitian, Weſton a Servant to 
Sir Thomas, and Sir Jervace Yeluis, who is, as hereafter you ſhall

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Yeluis the Lieutenant > So he demanded of him with 2 kind of - 
caution, whether he ſhould giveit him now, the Lievtenant fans, - 
and asked him what ? to which #eſtoz anſwered, Sir, you know 
what is to be done : This made him Rand in a maze, and doubr the 
worſt, whereupon he cals Yeſio7 into examination, and makeshim 
confeſle all his intention, from what grounds, and of whom' here 
ceived it, and partly the cauſe of it ; henow being made a ſlave nn- 
ro greatneſſe,and having laid out much mony to purchaſe his place,

Theſe and many other things being inſerted into this Letter was 
{cur unto the Earle,which he read, and in reading laughs and ſmiles 
at the {1mplicity of che one, and ignorance of rhe other , neverthe- 
lefle, in outward appearance hee applauds all the ations of Sir 
Jervace, but eſpecially to my Lord of Rocheſter, holding him both 
2 diſcreet and wife man, and that his ſecrecie, and honeſt dealing in 
this imployment, deſerves everlaſting praiſes with after ages. 


Move Poyſons are ſent from the Connteſſe, Sir Thomas Monſon s 
ſaſpeied te have a hand in the buſineſſe. Overbury growes ſickh, 
Jealou of his ayet , No acceſſe is ſuffered to him, : 


Eſtoz having received 2 4). of his allowance, and yet never- 
theleſſe nothing accompliſhed according to the Counceſſe 
her expeQation, is checkt by Miſtris Twrer for delaying it;where- 
upon he gets into his hands certaine Poyſons, v:z. Roſacre, whice 
rſnick, Mercury ſublimate, Cantarides, red Mercury, with three 
or foure more ſeverall poyſons, tempering them with his broth 
and his meat, according as he ſaw them affected, increaſing and di- 
miniſking their ſtrengrh as he was inſtructed by his ancient friend 
Maſter Franklin, beſides theſe, Tarts and Jellies are ſent by the 
Viſcount and Counteſfſe to Sir Thomas Monſon, as from thence by: 
the handsof one Simon, maſter ſervant unto Sir The: to be delive- 
red to weft or, and foto Overvury, every of which Tarts and Jcllics 
were poyſoned with a ſeverall poyſon. 3

By this meanes he begins to grow extreme ſickly, having beene 
herctofore accuſtomed to very good health ; infomuch that he can 
ſcarce ſtand or goe, what with the paine of his body, and the heat: 
yet neverthelefſe being a ſtrong man, he ſtood it out a long rime, 
till ar length he begun to grow jealous of his nan eſter, Forks 
maladie increafed or diminiſhed,as he aftetcd ; but yet ſoine Phy- 
fick he defired, and at his ſpeciall inſtance and requeſt, and not 
without ſome gratitude as was thought, one Pale de la Bell an A- 
pothecaric, by the advice of Door Aarv'n, brought a Bath to 
coole his body, with adviceto be ſparing of his dyer, forthat he

JN thisyeate (1614) the King, by the entreaty of Somerſet, de- 
rermined'to go to ws. 4 and'there was entertained with 
oreat ſolemnity, but amongſt the reſt, there was a Ply called by 
the name of /g-0r amv, that ſtirred up 2 great contention betweene 
the common Lawyers and the Schollers, in ſo much as rhetr flonts 
grew unſufferable, bur art laſt it was ftayedby my Lord Chance 
lour, and the explaining of the meaning. 
About this time it happened, that divers' Citizens having rero- 
 veredcertaine ſummes of money in che Kings Bench, and thereof 


having had 45, pay againſt the parry Defendant, neverthelefſc

like: There being at this time about the Court a young, Gentle 
man, that not long before had arrived from Travels out of France 
his name was Yllers, n T.eicefter-thire Gentleman, and of ati aricts 


_ ent Houſe, who as well inrefpe&t of carriape,as Of his countenance, 


was more remarkable then many, others, Ons panes BAR 
caſts a particular aMe&ion, tolding him to be the onely propere 
andbeft TIRING England ; whereupon he enter- 
rained him inrofavont, beſtowesa thouſand poynd upon him, af- 
ter adornes himi' with thetifleof Koighthood. And now he begins 
ro aſe /ur more eminent chen orher, greater honours are

Gentleman, one of the Pillars of this Kingdome, and that cond 
diſcernethe follies of this young man. Thus admiring of hisowne 
worth, he works his own ſubver{10n, and by theſe infolencies pluck- 
ing more evils upon his head, and daily adding more enemies, to 
thoſe that before he had deſerved. 

Theſe things laying him open to rhe envie of the greateſt ; and 
Sir George Fillers ſeeing his exceeding covetouſneſle, having now 
the eares of the King, would oftentimes croſle his expeRations, as 
it is credibly reported, and deceive him of many 2 bribe which hee 
hoped for, doing thoſe things voluntarily, and for 2 thanke, which 
my Lord would not have ſpoken of without much money. Theſe 
courſes laid him open to rhe contempt of the vulgar alſo: And now 
all men according to their cuſtome, began to bone rv of his great 
ertortion.' Thus may we ſee him falling. 


Overburies death raelled into queſt on, Weſton ſent for, anal ly my 
Lord Coke examined, flanis out , pom my Loyd of Londons per- 
ſwaſſor: confeſſeth all, The Eavyle and Counteſſe attached, they deny 
the deed, Sir Thomas Monſon commrttedto the Tower.

The conviftionof the Earle and Coun- 
tefſe : The' manner of their Arraignment, and the many rumours 
that were ſpread upon theſe things. 


THe death of Overhary having now lyen confealed about two 
yearegand the Earles infolencie growing every day greater then 
other, procures him many more enemies, as is ſaid, yet there was 
no m2n that was ſo hardy, for fearc ona Kings diſpleaſure, (hee 
carrying a very good affection ftilltowards him ) to make him ac-' 
_ with it, or bring ittothe triall of the Law. Aclaſt, for 
ivers are the rumours how it wasdifcovered; one was, that Sir 
Thomas Overburies man petitioned to my Lord Cote, and wo ſub- 
I N ance 
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tance of the petition was, to let his Lordſhip underſtand, that 
whereas his Maſter had been commitred rothe Tower. by the con- 
ſent of Northampton and Somerſet, and there languiſhing to death 
unnarurally ; thar if ir pleaſed his Loraſhip ro call one eſtar be- 
fore him, he might gather that out of him that might diſcover the 
who'e plor and practiſe. Others ſay that my Lord of Canterbury 
having conceived, (as is {aid ) ſome diſlike againſt Somerſet, and 
willing ro make himſelte proczem with the King, poſſeſſed Sir 

Ralph irimmrood with the buſtneſſe Cone that was preferred tobe Se- 
crertary under my Lord of Somerſet, and to affiſt him ) and lets 
1m underſtand the whole matter,as hath been rclated,and that ma- 
ny Letters came unto his hands, and preſumptious rherein that it 
ſhould be true: Andthere remained a Truncke in fuch a place, 
wherein many writings were contained, that would make evident 
the truth. Sir Ralph being willing likewiſe ro become more emi- 
rent with the King, poſſeſt him with the buſineſſe, and proceeding ' 
pon a confident ground ; - Warrant was ſent to my Lord Cotero 
proſecute the matter. Ochers ſay, that by the lofſe of a Letterit 
was diſcloſed : And divers opinions there were how it ſhould come 

to light, it having been kept cloſe ſo long; For things .of this na- 
* ture when they are ſo long concealed, bring more wonder ; but 
howſoever it was made knowne, my Lord Cote by vertue of his 
warrait ſent for Yef'o2 ro come before him, and examined him up- 
on divers articles concerning this ſubject, and perſwaded him, ct 
treated him, and threatned-him to'tell the truth ; Feftox ſtood out, 
and would not, thus he perſiſted ſome weekeor fortnight, many 
men urged him to it; Accuſers were brought before him, and de- 
poſed upon their oathes, that whatſoever was objeRed againſt him 
was true; this little prevailed. 

Ar laſt,my Lord of London went to himyand by his perſwaſions 
tels all how Miſtris T@r-er, and the Counteſle came acquainted, 
what relation ſhce had to Witches, Sorcerers, Conjurers, that 

Northampton, Somerſet, Francklin,the Monſons,and Telus had their 
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hands in that buſinefſe, whereupon they were all apprehended, 
ſome tent rorhe Tower, others. re Newgate, having thus conleſt 
this evil!, being convicted according ro the courſe ot Luv, he was 
+ hadto Tiburne to be hanged, and there Sir H:&les and others 11n3- 
oi01Ng this to be bur a fable, and that he was hired ro accule rhoſe 
per/ons, (for who a\moſt would have beleeved ut) examines him at 
the Gallowes, and upon his examinarion hee juſtified what he had 
Jone. ro the grezrt wonder of all rhoferhar ſtood by and heatd it. 
After him Miſtris Turzer, after her, Fraucil:m, then Sir Jervace 
relacs, upon their Arraigmnents of the Facts, were found g uiltic, 
and hanged, all iery peritenr 2nd forrowfull for what was done. 

To write re particulars of their arraignmenrs, confeſhons, and 
the manner of rheir deaths is needlefſe, being common: Now the 
Counteſſe and rhe E arle are atrached, and comuitted to Hi- 
on, one to the Deane of Weſtminſter, the other to the Sheriffe of 
London, and according to the courſe of ſuch caſts, there are great 
reports raiſed, watch and ward kept more then ordinary, and the 
guard more obſervant : This makes the King ſtand ar a maze, and 
toimagine there is no truth in men, -growes more jcalousof him- 
ſelfe then heretofore, becauſe his onely favourire, and thar (as ir 
were) in his boſome, ſhould be intrapt infuch an evill.: Andrhe 
tongues of rhe vulgar 'began to walke, ſome ſy that Northampton 
and Somerſet had combined with the Spaniard far a ſumme of mo- 
ney to deliver chem up the Navie, and that Sir #:{lram Afonſen, 
Vice-Admiral,ſhould have done it the next Sprivg : That the King 
and the whole State ſhould have been poyſored ar the Chriſtning 
of the Counteſle child, (for ſhee was then with child) and many 
more the like rumours were ſpread not worth the ſpeaking, rorhe 
intent to incenſe the people the. more againſt them, and ro make 
thematter rhe more hainous and grievous to the world.; At this 
time the Lady A4rbella died,2mattcr more remarkable then was ob- 
ſerved, and gave ſome occaſion of ſpeech 10 many, bur vet never- 
theleſſe paſt over-in ſilence. ; 
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Theſe Hurly-burlies being growne ſomewhat calme, and the 
minds of men a little ſerled, the Ceunteſle and others authoriſed 
for that purpoſe to be examined, and my Lord Cote was the man 
* that preft the Evidence againſt them, which (as #t was thought ) 
procured ſome great enemtes ; tio andtwenty Articles were ob- 
jected againſt chem, Somerſet pleaded Ignorance,and that theſe Oh- 
jeRions were mecre tricks to intraphim, and ſet the King agai 
him ; The ſame anſwer was inthe Counteſle, and that it might rx 
ther ſeeme to proceed out of envie, then for any juſt cauſe. They 
cauſe it to be given our; thar their accuſations were wrongſull, and 
none were accuſed but ſuch as were thegreateſt Favourttes tothe 
King, fo that there was much adoto little purpoſe. Ar laſt, when 
they heard that Won, Turner, Fraxchlin, and Yelwrs were all 
hanged, and that they had confeſt the marter, the Counteſiebei 
brought before the Councell, confeſt the whole truth, but £ 
ſKood to it (till, that he was not agent in it, and that theſe accuſati- 
ons did nothing touch him, and therefore ought tobeexcuſed.  - . 

Nevertheleſſc his lands and goods were committed to culſkodie, 
part to my Lord Treaſurer, and part roothers to the Kings ule: 
The Money, Plate, and Jewels which he had heaped up together, 
amounted, by report, unto 200000- pounds, his lands 190004 
pounds per 4zxwn, andthe King beſtowed many of them uponthe 
Prince. There was little ſpeech of this, in reſpe& rhat both perſon 
and matter, wherein hee was agent, were both envied, and facine- 
Tous, neirher was there any that piticd him, bur moſt ſaid, rhat hee 
had bur his juſt deſerts, for the injurics and wrongs that he offered 
unto Effex. | | | & 

The Arraignment was put off, and in rhe meanetime Sir aber 
Ranleigh was (et at liberty. This man had centinued in the Tower 
now almoſt ten yeares a condemned perſon, for a plot intended as 
gainſt his Majeſty at his firſt comming in ; he bore a grearevie 
againſt Somerſet, becauſe he had begged his lands of the King, and 
got it inro poſſeſſion, giving him many quips and taunts, during the 
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:imethat he was inthe Tower. Theſe two accidents happening be- 
road expetation, rhat the one being the ſpeciall favourite of the 

King, the other a condemnedman, the one impriſoned;the other ſer 
x liberty, gavegreat Occafion of ſpeech and rumour, and ſo much 
themore wonder and admiration, becauſe of Karlerghes wit ang

had this yearealſo the Counteſle of Shrewsbury,who was com- 
mitted for being privieto the eſcape of !the Lady Arvells, was ſet 
2t liberty,and the Earle her husband dyed, leaving the greateſt parc 
of his land unto his daughters ; during al{ this time, that is, from 
Michaelmas Terme, unto rhe ſhort vacation, betweene Eafter and 
Trinity Terme, che Arrzignmenr was put off; ſome attributed rhe 
cauſeto be, for becauſe the Countefle was with child, and in rhe 
meane time w3s delivered of 2 daughter; ſome that furrher proofes 
of incertainties might be brought 1n ; others to givethem longer 
time to conſider on the matter, and that it was a great favour; 1 
ſay, theſe rumours being publiſhed amongſt rhe people ;ar 

the King authoriſed my Lord Chancellor robe High Steward of 
England for thetime being, and joyued eight of his Judges wich 
him for his aſſiſtance, v!z. The foure Judges of the Kings Bench, 
my Lord Chiefe Juſtice of the Common Pleas, Juſtice Nzrrols, 
my Lord Chiefe Barron, and others of the Barrotis, withpowerto 
call Somerfet. and the Counteſſebefore them, 'toſhew cauſe why 
they ſhould not have ſentence of death paſſed npon them for this 
offence commirted,both againſt the Laws ofthe Land, and againſt 
the King, his Crowne and Dignity. So upon the foure and twen- 

ticth of May, in this yeare 1618. Therebeitg 2 SextRoyall pla- 
cedat the upper end of Weſtminſter-hall, a little ſhort of the 

arts made round abont it, for thereſt of the Ju- 


Kings Bench, and ſe , ; 
ſtices and Peeres to fit on, and 2 little cabbin built cloſe by the 


Common Pleas, for the Priſoners,when they came frym the Tower 


tobepur to reſt them in: They proceedto tl tria{l after this man- 


ner. As ſoone as my Lord Ni — with great Statc, came 
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into Weſtminſter-hall, with his afſiſtants the Judges, divers Lords 
and Gentlemen artegding,and foure Scrjants at Armes before him, 
aſcending a little gallery made of purpoſe to keep off the croud, he 
rakes his ſeat, andthe reſt of the Aſſiſtants and Peercs, according 
ro their places. This being done, after ſilence proclaimed, one of 
the Harrolds at Armes reaches the High Steward his Patent, and 
delivers it to the Clerke of the Crown to reade ir; After Sir Ralph 
Cont/y reaches him his ſtaffe, and is there preſent, according tohis 
place, to give attendance. 

After the Patent read, and proclamation for ſilence,and that the 
accuſers ſhould come in, the Priſoners were ſent for by rhe Clerke 
of the Checker, whoſe office it was to attend the Priſorers : This 
being done, and the Priſoners placed at the Barre, Sir ferry Fax 
ſhaw reades the Indiment,to which the Counteſſe pleadey guilty, 
and confeſſed the fa&t : But Somerſet pleaded not guilty, and had 
time from tenof the clock at night to clexre himſeite ; much was 
ſ2id, but to lirtle purpoſe : At laſt, rbe Peercs having conferredof 
the matter, returne 'their verdict, laying their hands upon: their 
breſts, and ſwearing by their Honours (tor they dos nor make an 
Oath as ordinary Jurors do) thar he was guilty of the murther, and 
,poyloning of Sir Thomas Overbury , whereupon my Lord High 
Sreward pronounced ſentence of dearh ag inſt him ; and ſo hewas 
had back tothe Tower, where hee remaineth at rhe mercy of the 
King: This man may juſtly ſay, 'as Pope 8artareſſa ſaid when hee 


was put froty the Popedome.

JT may pleaſe your Grace, my Lord: High Steward of England, 
and you my: Lordsthe: Peercs, you have here before you Ret!

I know your hopes connot behold this Noble man, but you 
muſt remember the : favours which the King hath conferred 
on him, 2nd muſbbe fenfiblezrhat he is yet a member of your body, 


and a Pcere 25 you ares: ſo that you; cannaecut hinoff from your 
body but wirhgriefe,: and therefore you will expect from us, that 
give in the Kings Evidence, ſound and: ſufficient matter of proofc 


As 


to ſatisfic your Hononrs and conſciences. 
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As for the manner of the Evidence, the King our Maſter whe 
(amongſt other h1s vertues, excellerh in that vertue ofthe Imperial 
Throne which 1s Juſtice) hath given us command that wee ſhould 
not expatiate nor make 1nvectives, but materially purſue the Evi-- 

dence, as it conducethto the point in queſtion. 

A matter,that (though we are glad of ſo good a warrant) yet we 
ſhould have done of our ſelves ; for far be it from us by any ſtrains? 
or wit of Arts, to ſecke toplay prizes, or to blafon our names in 
bloud, or-to carry the day otherwiſe chen upon ſure grounds; wee 
ſhall carry the Lanthorne of Juſtice, (which is the Evidence ) be- 
foreyour eyes upright, and ro beableto ſalve it from being put 
out with any grounds of evaſion or vaine defences, that is our parts, 
and within thar we ſhall containe our ſelves, not doubring at all, 
but rhat the Evidence it felfe will carry that force, as it ſhall need 
no advantage, Or aggravation. 

Firſt, my Lords, the courſe that I will hold in delivering of thet 
which I ſhall ſay,(for I love order) isthis : Firſt I will ſpeak ſome- 
what of the nature and greatneſle of the offence, which is now to 
betryed, not to weigh downe my Lord: with the greatneſle of ir, 
but rather contrariwiſe to ſhew, thata great offence needs a good 
proofe. And that the King howſoever he might eſtecmethis Gen- 
tleman heretofore as the Signet upon his finger (to ule the Scrip- 
ture phraſe) yet in ſnch a caſe as this, he was to put him off. 

Seeondly, I will uſe ſome few words tauching the nature of the 
proofes, which in ſuch a caſe are competent. 

Thirdly, I will tate the proofes. 

And laſtly, I will produce the proofes, either ont of examina- 
tion, and marters of writing, or witneſſes v5v4 voce. 

For the offence it ſelfe, it is of crimes next unto high Treaſon 
the greateſt, it is the fouleſt of Felonies :' It hath threo degrees of 
ſtages. Firſt, it is murther by impoyſonment. Secondly, it 5 mur- 
tier committed upon che Kings priſaner in-the Tower, -Thirdly, L 
might ſay that it is murther under the colour of Friendſhip, but 


that ,- 
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that it is a circumſtance morall, and therefore I leave that to the 
Evidence it ſelfe. | 

For murther, my Lords, the firft record of Juſtice which was 
inthe world, was judgement upon 2 murtherer, in the perſon of 
Adans firſt borne Care, and though it was not puniſhed by death, 
but with baniſhment, and marke of i1gnominy,in reſpeR of the pri- 
mogenitors, or the population of the world, yet there was a ſevere 
charge given, thar it ſhould not go unpuniſhed. 

 Soit appearcrh likewiſe in Scripture, that the murther of 44- 
ner by Joas, though it were by Davzd reſpited in reſpect of grext 
ſervices paſt, or reaſon &f State, yet it was not forgorten. 

But of this I will ſay no more, becauſe I will not diſcourſe, it 
was ever admitted and rancked in Gods owne Tables, that murther 
is of offences, betweene man and man next unto high Treaſon, and 
diſobedience to Authority, which ſometimes have been referred 
tothe firſt Table, becauſe of the Lieutenancic of God in Princes 
thegreateſlt. | | | 

For impoyſonment, I am ſorry it ſhould be heard of in our 
Kingdome ; Ir 1s not noſtrs generis, nec ſangurnts peccatum , It isan 
Italian comfit for rhe Court of Rome, where that perſon that in- 
roxicateth the Kings of theearth, 15 many times really and materi- 
ally intoxicated and impoyſoned himſelfe. Bur it hath three cir- 
cumſtances, which makes it grievous beyond other matters : The 
firſt is.that it rakes a man away in fall peace in Gods and the Kings 
peace, that thinks no harme, but 15 comforting of nature withre- 
fe&ion and food, ſo that as the Scripture ſaith, His tale is mad: 
a [/24Ye, 

The ſecond is, that it is eaſily committed, and eaſily concealed, 
and onthe other {ide hardly prevented, and hardly diſcovered ; for 
murther by violence Princes have Guards, and private men have 
houſes, attendants, and armes, neither can ſuch murther be com- 
mitred, but cm ſonztu with ſome overt and apparant acts, that may 
diſcover and trace the offenders ; but for poyſon, the cup it ſelfeof 
Princes 
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Princes wil ſcarſe ſerve in regard of many poiſons that neither diſ- 
colour nor diſtaſte ; It:comes upon a man when he 1s carelefle, and 
wirhout reſpe&t ; andevery day a man is within the gates of dearh. 

Andthe laſt is, becauſe it concerneth not onely the deſtruction 
ofthe maliced man, but of every man» qurs modo tutm erit, for ma- 
ny times the poyſon is prepared for one, and is taken by another, ſo 
that men dye other mens deaths, Conr:d:t rnfelix aliero vulnere,and 
itis a5 the Pſalmiſt calleth it, Sagrtra note wolans, The arrow that 
flycrh by night, that hath no ayme nor certainty ; and therefore if 
any man ſhall ſay to himſelf, here is great talkeof impoyſonment, 
but I am ſure I am ſafe, for I have no enemies, neither have I any 
thing anorher man ſhould long for, why >? rhar is all one, hee may 
fit next him at the tablezthat is meart to be impoiſoned,and pledge 
himof his cup: As we may ſce in theexample of 2 1. H. 8. that 
where the purpoſe was to poyſon one man, there was poyſon put 
into barme or yeaſt, and with that bIrme, pottage or grewell was 
made, whereby {ixteene of the Biſhop of Rocheſters ſervants were 
poyloned ; nzy,it went into the alins-basket likewiſe,and the poore 
at the gateiwere poyſoned. And therefore with great judgement 
didthe Statute made that year touching this accident,made 1mpoi- 
ſonment high Treaſon, becauſe it fends to the diſſolving of humane 
ſocietie, for whatſoever offence doth ſo, is in the nature thereof 
high Treaſon. 

Now for the third degree of this particular offence, which is, 
that it 15 committed upon the Kings priſoner, who was out of his 
owne defence, and meerely in the Kings proteion, and for whom 
the King and the State were a kind of reſpondent ; it is 4 thing that 
agoravates the fault much, for certainly (my Lord of Somerſet ) 
let me tell you rhis, that Sir Themas Overbury is the firſt manthat 
was murthered in the Tower of London, fave the murther of the 
twoyoung Princes, by the appointment of Rrchard the third. 

Thus much of the offence, now to the proofes. 


For the nature of proofes, you may conſider thar im — 
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of all offences is the moſt fecret, even fo ſecret, as that if inall caſes 
of impriſonment, you ſhould require reſtiinony, you ſhould as 
00d proclaime impunity. Wo | 

Whocould have impeached L572 by teſtimony, forthe poy- 
ſonirg of the figges uponthe tree, which her hushand was wont to 
gather with his owne hands ; who could have 1mpeached Paraſetis 
tor the poyſoning of the one (ide of the knife ſhee carried with her, 
and keeping the other ſide cleane, ſo that her ſelfe did cat of the 
{ame peecce of meat that they did, whom ſhee did impoylon. 

Theſe caſes are infinit,and need not to be ſpoken of rhefecrefie of 
impoyſonment,' but wiſe men muſt take upon them in theſe ſecret 
caſes Salomons ſpirit, that when there could be no witneſſes, col- 
le&ed the a by the affetion : Bur yer we arc not at our cauſe, for 
that which your Lordfhips 1s to tric, is not the a& of impoyſon- 
ment, for that is done to your hands ; all the world by Law is con- 
cluded to ſay, that Over4wry was poyſoned by Weſton, but the que- 
ſtian before you 1s of the procurement onely, and as the Lay 
rermeth it as acceſſary before the fat, which abetting is no more, 
but to doe or uſe any a or meanes which'may aide or conduce to 
the impoilonment. . 

Sothat it is not the buying nor the making of the poyſon, nor 
the preparing, nor confe&ting, nor commixirg of it, or the giving 
or ſending,or laying of the poyſon, that arc the only a&ts rhat doe 
amount unto the aberment ; but if there be any other a&,or meanes 
done, or uſed to give opportunity of impoyſonment, or to facili- 
rite the execution of 1t, orto ſtop or divert any impedimentsthat 
might hinder it, and rhar it be with an intentionto accompliſhand 
atchieve the impoyſonment ; all theſe are. abetments and accelſa- 
ries before the fat : As for example, if there be aconſpiracieto 
murther a man as he journeyeth on the way,. and it be one mans 
' part todraw him forth'to that Journey by invirarion, or by colour 
of ſome bufineſſe ;; and another taketh upon him to difſwade ſome 
friend, of hiscompany, that he'be nor ſtrong enough to —_— 

; b, 
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defence ; and another hath a part co hold him in talkerill the firſt 
blow be given ; all theſe, my Lords, withour ſcruptle are acceflaries 
tothe murther, although none of them give the blow, ror affiſt ro 


ivethe blow. 


My Lords, he is not the hunter alone that lets ſlip the dog upon 
the Deere, but he that lodgeth him, and hunts him out, or fers a 
traine or trap for him, that he cannor eſcape, or the like. 

But this, my Lords, little needeth in this cafe, for ſuch a chaine 
of ats of impoiſonment as this, 1 thinke were 'never heard nor 


ſeene. 


And thus much of the nature of the Proofes. ; 
Todeſcend to the Proofes themſelves, 1 ſhall keep this courſe. 
Firſt, I will make a narration of the fatt it ſelfe. 

Secondly, I will breake and diſtribute the proofes as they con- 
cernerhe Priſoner. 

And thirdly, according to the diſtribution, I will produce them, 
or reade them to uſe them. 

So that there 1s nothing rhat I ſhall ſay, but your Lordſhips 
ſhall have thr=e thoughts or cogitations to anſwer it. 

Firſt, when I open it, you may take your ayme. 

Secondly, when I diſtribute it, yoti may prepare your anſwers 
withour confuſion. | 
Andlaftly, when I produce the witnefles, or the examinations 
themſelves, you may againe ruminate,”and readviſe tomake your 


defence. 


And this I do becauſe your memory and underſtanding may not 
te oppreſſed, or overladed with length of evidence, or with confu- 
ion of order ; nay more, when your Lordſhips ſhall make your 
anſwer in your time, I will put you in mind where cauſe ſhall be 
of your omiſſion. _ 

Firſt, therefore Sir Thomas Overbury for a time was knowne to 
havegreat intereſt and ſtreight friendſhip with my L.of Somerlet, 
both 10 his meaner fortunes,and after, in ſo much that he wasa kind 
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of oracle of direXtion unto him, and if you will beleeve his owne 
vaunts, (being indeed of an inſolent and thraſenicall diſpoſition)he 
tooke upon him that the fortunes, reputation, and underſtanding 
of this Gentleman ( who is well knowneto have an ableteacher ) 
procceedel1 from his company and counſell, and this friend(hipre- 
ſted not ouly ia converſation and bulineſle at Court,but likewiſe in 
communication of ſecrets of Eſtate, for my Lord of Somerſetex- 
crciſing at that time by his Majeſties ſpectall favour and truſt, the 
Office of Secretary proviſicually, did not forbeare to acquaint 
Overbury with the Kings Packets, and diſpatches from all parrs of 
Spaine, France, and the Loiv-countries ; and this not by glimſs, 
ornow and then rounding in the eare for a favour, but in a ſetle 
manner Packets were ſent, ſometimes opened by my Lord, ſome: 
times unbroken unto O vertury, who peruled them z copicd them, 
regiſtred them, made table-ralke of them, as they rhought good.So 
I will undertake the time was, when O verhbury knew more of the 
Secrets of Eſtate then the Councell Table did ; nay, they were 
rowne to ſuch inwardneſſe, as they made a play of all the world 
ſides themſelves, fo 25 they had Cyphers and Jurgons forthe 
- King and Queene, and great men of the Realme, things ſeldome 
uſed, but either by Princes or their Confederates, or at the lea 
by ſuch as practiſe and worke againſt , or at the leaſt, upon 
Princes. 

But underſtand mee, my Lord, I ſhall not charge you with 
diſloyaltie this day, and I lay this for a foundation, that there 
was great Communication of Secrets betweene you and Sir 7h- 
mas Overtury, and that it had relation to matter of State, and the 
great cauſcs of this Kingdome. 

But my Lords, as it 15a principle in Nature, that the beſt rhings 
are in their corruption the worſt, and the ſweeteſt wine maketh 
the ſowreſt vinegre ; ſo fell it out withthem, that this exceſſe, a5 1 
may ſay, of friendſhip ended in mortall hatred on my Lord of So 
merſets part. 
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I have heard my Lord Steward ſay ſometimes in the Chancery, 
that Froſt and Fraud ends foule ; and I mav adde a third, 2nd that 
is the Friendſhip of 11] men, which 1s truly ſaid ro be conſpiracie, 
and not friend{hip. For it fell out ſome twelve monerhs or more 
before O Verhury his impritonment in the Tower, that the Lord of 
Somerlet fell into an unlawfull love towards that unfortunate L#- 
die, the Countefle of Effex, and to proceed ro 2 Marriage with 
Somerſet , This Marriage and purpoſe did Overbary mainly im- 
pugne under pretence to doe the true part of a friend, forthat hee 
accompted her an unworthy woman. ' 

But the truth was, Ove-/ury, who (to ſpeake plainly) had lictle 
that was ſollide for Religion or morall vertue, but was wholly poſ- 
ſeſt with ambition, and vain-glory, was loath ro have any partners 
inthe favour of my Lord of Somerſet, and cfpecially not any of 
the Houle of the Howard), againſt whom he had alwayes profeſſed 
hatred and oppoſition. 

And,my Lords,that this is no ſiniſter conſtruction,will appeare 
to you, when you ſhall heare, that Overb«ry made his brags to 
my Lord of Somerſet, that he had won him the love of the Lady 
by his Letters and induſtrie; ſo far was he from caſes of conſcience 
inthis point. 4 | 

And certainely, my Lords, howſoever the tragicall miſery 
ofthis poore Gentleman, Over4ury, might ſomewhat obliterate 
is faults, yet becauſe wee are not upon points of civilitie, but ro 
diſcover the face of Truth before the face of Juſtice, for that it is 
materiall to the true underſtanding of the ſtare of this cauſe. 
Oteriury was naughr and corrupt ; rhe ballads muſt be mended 
for thar poinr. 

But to proceed, when Overhury ſaw that hee was like to be 
poſſeſſour of my Lords Grace, which hee had poſſeſſed fo long, 
and by whoſe greatneſle he had promiſed himſelfeto doe wonders, 
and being a man of an unbounded and impudent ſpirit, hee began 
not onely to diſſivade, but to deterre him from the love - t - 
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Lady, and finding him fixed, thought ro find a firong remedie, 
ſuppoſing that hee had my Lords head under his girdle, inrelpe& 
of communication of Secrets of State, as hecalls them himſelf 
ſecrets of Nature, and therefore dealr violently with him, to make 
him deſiſt with menaces of diſcovery, and the like ; Hereypon 
grew two ftreames of hatred upon O vere wry, the one from the 

adic, in reſpe<t that hee croſſed her love, and abuſed her name, 
(which are ies in women) the other of a more deepe naturs, 
from my Lord of Somerſet himſelte, who was affraid of Ove- 
Euries Nature, and that if he did breake from him and fly out, hee 
would winde iato him and trouble his whole forrunes ; I might 
adde a third fireame of the Earle of Northamptons Ambition, - 
who deſires to be firſt in favour with my Lord of Somerſet, and 
knowing Owver&uries malice to himfelfe, and to his Houfe, 
thovght that man muſt be removed and cut off, ſo as certainely it 
was refolved and decreed, that O vertary muſt dye. 

Hereupon they had varicty of devices to ſend hitn beyond the 
Seas upon occaſion of imployment. 


That was too weake, and they were fo far from giving way 00 


it, as they croſſed it ; there reſted but two wayes of quarrel}, af 
ſlr, and poyſon. For that Of, aſſault, after ſome propoſition and 
3ttempt, they paſſed from it, was a thing too open and ſubſeato 
more varieric of ſhame ; that of poyſon Iikeiviſe was an hazardons 
thing, and ſubje&t to many preveritions and caution, eſpecially to 
fuch a working and jealous braine as O verhury had, except he was 
firſt faſt inrheir hands z therefore the way was firſt to get him ur 
ro trap and lay him up, and then they could not miſſethe marks, 
and therefore in exccution of this plot, it was denyed, that hee 
ſhould be deſigned ro ſome honourable imployment in forraigne 
parts, and ſhould underhand by my Lord of Somerſet be incour 
raged to refuſe it ; and ſo upon contempt he ſhould be laid priſo- 
ner inthe Tower,and then they rhought he ſhould be cloſe enou 

anddeath ſhould be his Bayle, yet were they not at their cud Sa 
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they conſidered, that if there were nor a fit Lieurenant of the 
Tower for their purpoſe, and likewiſea fit Underkeeper of 
0yertary : Firſt, they ſhould - meet with many impedt- 
ments in the giving and the exhibiting of the poyſon : Se- 
condly, they ſhould be expoſed to nore an obſervation that 
might dilcover them: And thirdly, Overcury in the meane 
time might wrire clamorous aid furions Letters to his 
friends, and fo all. might bee diſappointed : And therefore 
the next linck of the hs was todt{place the then Lieute- 
natit/ae, and to place Telars, 2 principall abettor in the 
impoyſonment, to diſplace Cary thart' was Underkeeper in 
wades time, and to place Peſton, that was the Actor 10 che 
impoy{onment. And this was done in ſuch 2 while, that it 
may aPpeare to be done, as it were, in a breath. 

Then when they had thus poore Gentleman in the Tower 
cloſe priſoner, where he could not ſcape, nor ſtir, where hee 
could nor feed, bur by their hands, where he could not ſpeake 
or writc, but thorow their truncks, then was the timeto- at 
the laſt day of his tragedy. | 

Then muſt Frazc#lz, the purveyour of the Poyſon, pro» 
cure five, (ix, ſeven ſeverall Poylons, to be ſure to hit his 
complexion ; Then muſt Miſtris Terzer, the Lay Miſtris 
of the Poyſons, adviſe what workes at preſent, and what at 
diſtance : Then muſt #eſfon bee the tormentour, and chaſe 
bim with Poyſonafter Poyſon, Poyſon in ſalt meats, Poy- 
{02 in ſweet meats, Poyſon in medicines and yomits, untull 
| at laſt his bodie was almoſt come by ufe of Poyſon tothe 
| tate of M:thridates bodieby the uſe: of Treacle, and pre+ 
| (ervatives, that the force of the Poyſons was blunted a_-_ 

him ; rvelton confeſling, when hee was-chid for not diſpat- 
ching him, that hee had given him enough to poyſon twen»

And laſtly, becauſe all this asked time, courſes were take 
by Somerſet, borh to divert all the true meanes of Owverburies 
delivery, and to entertaine him with continuall Letters, part- 
ly with hopes and proteſtations for his delivery, and partly 
wich other fablesand negotiations, ſomewhar like ſome kind 
of perſons which keepe in a tale of fortune telling, when 
they have a felonious intent to picke their pocket, and 
purſes. 


And this is the true narration of this a&t, which I have 
ſummarily recired. 

Now for the diſtribution of the Proofes, there are foure 
heads ro prove you guilty, whereof two are precedent to the 
impoyſonment, the third is preſent, and the fourth is follow- 
ing or ſubſequent, for it is in Proofes, as 1t 1s 1n lights ; there 
is a direct light, and there is a dire& light, and there is a're- 
fleftion of light, and a double light. 

The firſt head or Proofe thereof is, that there was a root 
of bitrerneſſe, a mortall malice or hatred mixed with a 
deepe and bottomleſſe miſchiefe that you had to Sir Thomas 
Overbury, 

The ſecond is, that you were the principall Actor, and 
had vour hand in all thoſe a&s, which did conduce to the im- 
poyſonment, and gave opporrutiity ro'effeR it , without 
which,' the impoyſonmenre could never_have been, and 
which could ſeeme to tend to no other end, bur to theim- 

yſonment. FLY 

The rhird 18,that your hand was in the verv-impoyſonment 
it ſelfe, that you did dire& Poyſon, and thar you did deliver 
Poyſon, and that yon did continually harken to the ſuccelſe 
of che impoyſonment, and that you ſpurre4 it 0n,and called 
for diſpatch, when you thought it lingered. 

And laftly,that you didall things after the Imporroneug 

| whic 
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which may dete@ a guilty conſcience for the ſmothering of 
it, arid the avoyding of- puniſhment for it, which can be bur 
of rhree kindes. 

That you ſuppreſſed as much as in you was, teſtimony, 
that you did deface, deftroy, clip, and miſdate all writinss 
that might give light ro the impoyſonment 3 and you did fly 
rothe Alrar of guilriveſſe,wvhich 15 a Pardon of murther,and 
2 Pardon for your {clfe, and not for your felfe. ' 

[Inthis,my Lord, I convert mv ſpecchuntoyou, becauſe I 
woul have you alter the points of your charge, and ſo make 
your defence the better. | 

Andtwo of theſe heads I have takento my ſelfe, and lefr 
the other co rhe Kings two Serjeants. : | 

For the fir{t maine part, which is the-mortall malice cou- 

l&d with fearethat was in you to Sir Thomas Overbury, al- 
though you did palliate it with 2 great deale of hypocriſie 
and diſimulation even to the very end, I will prove ir, my 
Lord Steward, the root of this hate was that which coſt ma- 
ny a mans life, that is feare of diſcovering of Secrets, I ſay, of 
Secrets of a dangerous and high nature, wherein the courſe 
that I will hold ſhall be this. oy 

I will ſhew that a breach and malice was betwixt my-Lor 
and Over4nry, and that it burſt forth into violent threats, and 
menaces on borh ſides. : 

Secondly, thar theſe Secrets were not of a light, but an 
high nature, I will give you the elevation of. the Pole, they 
were ſuch, as my Lord of Somerſet had'made a vow, that 

terbury ſhould neither live in Court, nor Country ; that he 
had likewiſe opened himſelfe fo far, that either hee or him- 
ſelfe muſt dye br it; andof Overburcespatt he had threat- 
ned my Lord,that whether hedid live or Jie;my Lords ſhame 


ſhould never dye, but that he would leave hun the moſt ogdi- 
| T. ous 
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ous man in the world : And further, thatmy Lord was like 
enough ro repent where Overbury wrote, which was in the 
Tower of London, he was a Prophet 1athar ; fo there is the 
higheſt of the Secret. 

Thirdly, I wijl ſhew you thar all the Kings buſineſſe wg 
by my Lord put into Overburzes hands, fo as there is works 
enough for Secrets, whatſoever they write them ; and like 
Princes Confederates they had their Cyphers and their 
Jurgons. 

Andlaſtly, I will ſhew you rhat ir was but a toy to ſaythe 
malice was only-in teſpedt he ſpake diſhonourably of the La- 
die, or for doubt of breaking the Marriage, for that Overbuy 
was 2oadjutor to that love, and the Lord of Somerſet was 
deepe in ſpeaking ill of the Lady as Over4ary - 2nd againg, it 
was too late for that martrer, for the bargain of thematchwas 
then made, and paſt ; and if it had been no morethento re- 
move Overbury for diſturbing the match, ir had been anc2fie 
matter to have landed over Over#wy, for which they had a 
faire way, but that would not ſerve. : 

And laſtly, periculwm periculo vinciter, togo ſo far 25 a 
impoyſonment, muſt have a deeper malice then flaſhes, for 
the cauſe inuſt have a proportion in theeffe&. | 

For che next generall head or proofe, which conſiſts inthe 
a&ts preparatory, or middle acts, they are in eight ſeverall 
points of the Compaſle, as I may terme them. 

Firſt, there were divers devices and projects to. fet Own | 
burces head on worketo diſpatch him, and to overthrow hiny 
plotted betweene the Counteſſe of Somerſet, and the Earle 
of Somerſet, and the Earle of Northampton, before they fell 
upon the im 109M , foralwayes before men fix upots 
courſe of miſchiefe, there will be ſome rejection, but dye hee 
muſt one way orother. 

Secondly, 
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Secondly, that my Lord of Somerſet was principall pra- 
Qiſer, I mutt ſpeake ir, in a moſt perfidious manner, ro let a 
traine and trap for Overburyto get him into the Tower,with- 
out which they durſt not attempt the impoyſoament. 

Thirdly, that the placing of the Lientenant Telwrs, one of 
the impoyſonments was done by my Lord of Somerſet. 

Fourthly, that the placing of Feſtonthe Underkeeper,who * 
was the principall impoyſoner, and the diſplacing of Carey, 
and the doing all this within the while of fifreene dayes after 
Overburtes commitment,was by the meanes and countenance 
ofmy Lord of Somerſer. And theſe werethe ative Inftru- 
menrs of the impoyſonment, and this was a bufineſſe the La- 
dies power could not reach unto. 

Fitthly, that becauſe there muſt be 2 cauſe of this Trage- 
dieto be acted, and chiefly becauſe they would not have the 
Poyſons worke npon the ſudden, and for that the ſtrength of 
Owerturres natnre, or the very cuſtomeof receiviag the Poy- 
ſons into his body, did overcome the Poyſons that they 
wrought not ſo faſt ; therefore Overbury muſt be held inthe 
Tower,as well as he was laid in and as my Lord of Somerſet 
got him into the Trap, ſo he keepes him in, and abuſes hins 
with continuall hope of liberty, buvdiverted all the true and 
effetuall meanes of his liberty, and makes light of his fick- 
neſſe and extremities. | 

Sixthly, that not onely the plot of getting Over#wry into 
the Tower, and the deviſes to hold and keepe him there, but 
the ſtrange manner of the cloſe keeping of him, being in bur 
for a Contemprt,was by the device and meanes of my Lord of 
Somerſet, who denied his father to ſee him, denied his ſer- 


vants that offered to be ſhut up cloſe priſoners with him, and 


in effet handled it ſo, that he made him cloſe priſoner to all 


Seventhly, 
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Seventhly, that all the advertiſement the Lady receined | 
from time to time, from the Lieutenant or #eſo#, touching |

the Honour of the Ladie,and that he ſhould be a good inftry- 
ment towards her, and her friends ; all which was bur enter- 
tainment : For your Lordſhips ſhall ſee divers of my Lordof 
Northamprons Letters (whoſe hand was deepe in this buſi- 
neſſe) written, I muſt ſay in darke words, and clauſes, that 
there was one thing pretended, and another thing intended, 
That there was a reall charge, and ſomewhat not reall,a main 
drift and difſimulation ;; nay further, there be ſome paſſages, 
which the Peercs in their wiſdomes will diſcerne,to point dr * 
realy at the impoiſonment.

lative power : and yet neverthelefle of late by diſcontinuing of Writs for 
the ſummoning of Parliaments, and bythe right of a Negative voyce in Par« 
laments, and an untimely diſſolving of Parliaments, the peoples intereſt in 
this Legiſlative ere has beeo much abridged and ſuſpended. In the like 
manner alſo if the ſole power of declariog Lawes were lo in the King as that 
he might himſelfe give Judgement, or create Judges at his pleaſure without 
Mdabing Oathes of cruſt oz them in b+halte of the people, or ſhould deny 
redrefles upon Appeales from them, our Legiſlative power would be vame 
and uneffeHual tous.

And in- 
deed ſince the Lawesof God and Nature, though knowae to all, yerdo not 
utter toall the ſame ſenſe, but remaine in many plaine poines ftravgely con» 
troverted, asto theirintent and meaning; how can we hope that any hu- 
mane Lawes ſhould fatisfie all mens underſtanding in abſtruſe points, with= 
out ſome living Key to open them? the vaſt PandeQs and digeſts of the 
T.aw ſufficiently teſtifie, that in the cleareſt Law, which maykind could eyer 
yet diſcover there are dark and endlefle Labyrinths, wherein the weaker fort 
of lay menare preſently loſt, & the learned advocates are tediouſ]y perplext, 
Ithe laſt place alſoif the fole power of iffo-cing and executing Lawes

Queene Elizabeth might with ſafety ard expedience be truſted 
further then King [awes,even in thoſe things where the Law did: nor truſt 
her: bur this isthe miſery of ſubjes,a!l goes from them, bur rothing muſt 
returne : The Court of a Prince is like the Lions den inthe Fable, a!l the 
beaſts leave prints and fieps advor/nm but none retreor/um, Bu: the Re- 
phicant further aſſures us, That tis very eaſie to aſſione the bounds of theſe 
feverall truf?, : for the Lawes and Cuitomes ofti;e Land determine both : nor 
will bis A aiefie (he fſaies) require any new truſt to himſelfe, or deny axy old 
erifÞ to 4, Our great Diyines were to bee admited for their ay four 
knowledge in the myſteries of Law were they not Courtiers: but now the 
King is preſum'd co comprehend e914 jwre in ſcrivio Peters: and fo 
they by their reſidence at Courr diſceme all the ſecrets of Law and State 
in fpeenls Imperis, juſt as our heavenly Sainrs doe read all things eHein fpecn- 
bo Trinitatwv, Our graveſt Sages ofthe Law 8re much divided in points of 
leſſe moment and intricacie,and as for the preciſe metes ard bounds, where 
pnyy and Libercy are ſeycr'd, and the dire&t degrees of publike ruſt 
inall caſes,and at all times, they looke upon them as grand difficulties, fcarce 
fit to be debated but inthe ſacred Court of Parliamei:t; and yer Clergie-men 
think chem bur the firſt rudiments of all knowledge,obvious ro very A.B.C- 
Dariaxns, They alwayes boaſt of the knowne Lawes of the Kingdome, in all 
diſputes they referre us to the knowne Lawes and Cnftomes of the Land, 2s 
if Judges were things utterly necdieſſe, and the Rudy of Law meerely ſuper- 
fluous. The Treſhault Court of Parliament, of whole determination our 
learnedſt Judges will nottbinke diſhonourably, cannot pierce into thefe 
known obvious Lawes, and yet every Sophilter can: the Fountaines of 
Juſtice are now exhauſted, and yet the Cifterves remaine full. But faics the

Nay, and 
che range time that is taken for the righting of Religion, Law and 
Liberty amongſt us,makes our aſſurance., and joy the lefle triumphant, 
for we plain:ly fee, that as the ſeaſon now is, no one Proteſtant 
falls here by the Kings ſword; but by the ſame ftrozk three Prote- 
ec{tants at leaft are cutoff iu /re/ard, AndJaftly, the manner of cight- 
tingReligion, Law and Liberty, is moſt range of all, for open warre 
is not now ſrvfficiently deftri:Qtive, though ir be ſpreadall over the face 
of the Kingdom ; fubterranean plots are brooded further inthe dark, 


and by privie inte!ligence, the whole City of Londow is to be engaged 
in a tragicall conlpiracy, to-murder ir ſeite in one night: What the 
benefit ;thereforeisof Law and Power , and Juſtice for the diſabling of 
Papiſt and Delinquents, and for the ſafe guarding of loyall Proteſtants 
weall know : But when papiſts and delinquenes finde countenance, 
and the true religion is abandoned, and left obnoxious to miſchiefe by 
the perverſion of Law, Power and Tuſtice ; the names alonewill ner 
availe us, but our Replicane further ſaith, Swbjefs muſt not give Lawes 
to Princes conrteſies, In matters of a private nature Princes are ablo- 
lute, but not ſo in publike affaires,where che publike ſafety or liberty is 
couched, In their own pallaces Princes may diſpoſeot Offices , a 
inthe State if they make Patents prejudiciall co their revenues), to their 
prerogatives, or tothe peoples intereſt ; the ludges ſhall pronounce 
them deceived intheir grants, and make the deeds yoid and nullin Law: 
Princes cannot alien any parcells of their Trownes, Hull may not bec 
transferred to the King of Dexmark,nor Portſmonthto France, nor Fal- 
mouth to Spaine, for Kings have no ſoleptopricty in ſuch things, and the 
ſamercaſon is in the ſuperintending Offices of Royalty icſclfe ; they are 
rot transferible at pleaſure:$ome Princes (to uſe the words of Tacitus) 
are ſoinficme and credulous,thatthey retnainejuſſis aliens obnoxii, and 
non modo Imperit (cd libertatis etiam indigent E they are lo enſlaved 
ſometimes to their baſeſt flatterers, that their very Diadems are as ic 
were aliend and made preftitute co leducers, 8nd theſe their flacterers 
and ſeducers (in the x>reſſions of the ſame T acitns ) IMinore metw & 
m1/07e frams? peccant, "NP" 
ſhe unhappy Proteſtants in /re/awa were of late undone by the vaſte 
power which was putinto the hands cf the Earlof Srraffcrd,andall the 
Ecclehaſticall, if not Civill diRurbances and diſtxaGtions which have of 
late infefted cheſc three Kingdoms , were in great part ca ſed by exceſſe 
of powerove: the Church,delegatedcott.e Archbiſhop of Canterbwry: 
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(15) 
Without doubt when the foundation of Popery was firſt to be laid, it 
did not proſper and advance ſo much in fixſcore yeers under the firſt 
Popes, as it did in hx yceres here under Canterbury: And Nero 
himſelfe in his firſt three yeeres did not attaine co ſo much inſolence 
8:dtyranny as Sirafford did in one yeare, 


The Kings freedom therefore in fayours will never juſtific the pre. 
ferring of ſuch men, ro an unqueſtionable command, nor the fabjeching 
the lives, liberties, and foules of ſo many millions of Religious Pro- 
teftanes to their corrupted difaffeted wills : Neverthelefſe, for ought 
I can ſee we have fince but changed one Serafford for another, and 
ene Canterbury for another : Only to ſtop our complaints : This Re- 
plicant tell us, That the conrteſier of Princes are not tobe queſtioned 
by ſubjefts, The Queen jhas now attained to a great heigth of 
power as formidable as ſhe is to us, in regardof her bh in regard of 
her Nation, in regard of her diſpoſition, in regard of her family, in re- 
gardof her Religion, and laftly , inregard of her ingagments in theſe 
preſent troubles; ſome think fhee has an abſoluteunlimitable power 
over the Kings ſword and Scepter ; which if ir bes ſo, no end of our 
feares and ca{amities can be, no propoſitions can profit. us, no Accom- 
modation can ſecure us, If the King himſelfe were a Papift, he would 
yerlook upon us as his naturall ſubje&s, but when Hiregall power is 
ſecondarily in the hands of a Papift, tothat Papiſt we appere but 2s 
meere hereticks without any other relation of ſubjeQs: By ſecondary 
power alſo, a firoak is given with more ſeerefie and ſecurity ; fo thar 
there is the lefſe feare in the party Ririkirg co break and recard its 
vio!ence: Ic iſſues like a buller, whofe line is nor direA,but with ſome 
elevation in the ayxe, or with ſome windings in the barrell of the gua, 
whereby ir doth more execution at a further diftance, Therefore our 
Kings many and dreadfull'Oachs and Vowes of ſincerity in the Pro- 
teſtant Religion are not ſati:fying,if mthe mean time any of his Kingly 
prerogative bee fharcd with ſuch as are not fincere in the Pro- 
teſtame Religion ; it were farre ſafer for us that hee would ſweare 
for his party, then for himſelfe, 

But our Replicant will never have done with the Law, hee 
fill cells us, That every man « to bee tryde by his Peeres the 
Lords in the Lords Houſe, and the Commors at the Kings Bench, 
and though the Houſe of Commons have no right of Indicature, 
Jet there is another tryall for Treaſons, and our mi#ne print 1 
difference at this time #: concerning Treaſon, 

The 
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The Parlizment is nothing al. but che whole Nation of £»gland by 
its owne free choice, and by vertue of repreſcntation uriced in a more 
mrt6w roome) and berter reguiated and qualified for conſultation then 
the colle&ive body without this art and ordercould bes The Lords 
and Commons make but one entize Couit, and this C ourt is vertually 
the wholeN tion: and we may truly ſay of it, that by it+ conſent Roy- 
alty ic ſelfe was firſt founded, and torts ends ;'oyalty it felfz was fo 
qualifi-d and tempere, as it is; 2nd from its fupicame reaſon, the na, 
ture of that auhcleion and temperature ought only to be ſtill learnd, 
and the determination thereof ſought, For whocan better expound what 
Kings and lawesate, aid for what end they were both created, thenthat 
unquetionable power, wh:ch for its own advantage meetly gaye crea- 
tion to them both ? If Kings and nationall lawes had avy humane be-: 
ginning, if they be &4Spwniras Xiong, a3 the Scripute ſayes theyaregthey 
had not their being fiom chemiclves;: and from nations collcCively ta- 
ken they could nor haye their being ; for nations ſo are not congrega- 
ble, ngr conſulrable, nor redeemable from confufion (pardon the harg- 
nefſe of words) and therefore ic muſt follow, that both Kings and laws 
werehirſt formed and created by ſuch bodyes of men, a8 our Parlia- 
ments now are; that is, ſuch Councel!s as had in them the force of 
whole Nations by conſent and depntation, and the Maicſty of whole 
Nations by right and repreſentation, 

The enemies of Parliaments ſeeing this not to be gain. ſaid, and 
ſeeing chat it muſt necds follow, that that cauſe which firſt gave the 
being, and preſcribed the end of that being, muſt needs haye meft right 
and skill co hmic, and dite& the manner of that being : they ſeck to 
divide the coactive from the repreſentative body of the people : they 
feck todivideberween the two houſes of Parliament ; and theſeſeck to 
divide berwecn the head an the body of the Parliament. They per- 
{wade the multitude, that they have entruſied the Parliamenc wy 
with their pprſesto g've away ſubſidies, and repleniſh che Kings cot- 
fers ; butnor toſettle their rights and franchiſes, and to make knowne 
the bounds of Prerogative, and reſtraine the unnaturall encroachments 
or erruption: of the ſame, If the community have beene agrieved, 0 
complaine, or almofi accuſe, is a ſufficient priviledge of the houſe of 
Commons, and this, butto ayaid further repining, ſhall not.be granted 
them, Tis pity chat our Doors doc not ftudy the Law further ; for 
with aJitcle more induſtty, they might perhaps finde our, that every 
private'man as well asthe houſe of Commons, or the whole Commu- 
mity out of Parliament, as well as our Knights, and Burgeſſes in it, may 
/ | give 
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give theKing money,and if occafion be, preferre'ah accuſation againft 
ſuch a tyrrannicall Lord or favourite; well, . if ſuch Rabbies, and 
expounders can jatisfie any of the unworthy vulgar, and ſonie Gen= 
tlemen, and Lores who have ſpirics below the Yeomanry of England 
{for ſuch I have ſeene too many hnce 3.Novemb.1640,they ſhall be no 
further diſabus'd by me. Inthe next yu T hey attempt to work @ dif 
wrion between the Houſes , the Lords ſhall have 4 pewer of Judicarnre 
over thiir Members ſo they will excludethe Comment from any part ther« 
in; and nou couditionthat they will [6 farre diſclaime them, as to leave 
them obnoxious for — the Kings bench ; This fitting of the Lords 
and Commons in ſeyerall Houſes, does nor prove them ſeverall C oures, 
nor does the obſervance of particular Priviledges in. either Houſe, and 
got laying allchings common beryeen both, prove any independance 
of either : doubrleſſethey are like the twines of Hippocrates, they both 
muſt live and die together. In former ages judgement was ſogiven 
upon the greateſt Delinquents, at that the Commons were parties in 
the judgement: And fure,whilſt they were Judges over Lords , them- 
ſelves were not ſubjeRed to inferiour Courrs: 'the Lords then knew 
they could not indure any indignity to fall upon the Commons being 
bur diſtin parts of the ſame Court, but ic would refle&t upon them- 
ſelves; and the Commons knew that the honour 'of the Lords was an 
additiontothemſclyes, whilſt the Cxriatis ſtand cloſe together, their 
three adverſe Combartants-are too weake for them ; but when they 
are divided by unwarinefle in the encounter, they prove all three tao 
weake for one of their enemies, [ will not make any compariſeas , or 
ſay whither the Lords or Commons deſerted by che other ſuffer more; I 
will only fay , that nothing bur fatall want of policy, can divide or 
diminiſh their mutuall love and correſpondence. | 
Inthe laſt place, diviſion alſo is raiſed betwixt the King and Parliament; 
there is a generation of men which ſceke notthe good of King and Par. 
liament z nor could proſperifthe King and Parliament were united as 
they ought ts be, Theſ men becauſe their ſuggeſtions cannot preyaile 
$0 alienatethe Parliament fromthe King, _ all-cheirindeyours to 
alienate the King from the Parliament : theirperpetuall ſuggeſtion are, 
That #he greatneſſe of Kings is eclipſed by Parliaments , That there is in 
Lawes themſelves a kindof enmity, and. ſomething that is inconſiſtant with 
rojalty, That Kings are bound to ſerk, raps 44" themſelves, T hat Kings 


ay ſecke nothing in chemſehves, ſa obiy as the ſatisfying of — FA 
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ſpecially when their wills are fixt upon thing! diff.cmle and forbidden Ne ver- 
theleſle, there is vochiog bur falſery in all theſe ions. For Princes 
arethe Creatures, and naturall productions of Parliaments, and fo are 
their Prerogatives as has been ſer forth, and every tationall and naturall 
thing lovethits own off-ſpring,and that loveis rather aſcending then de- 
/cending, itis liker the ſap of theroot, then of the branch,viz.T be people 
are more inclinable te lvve Princes, then Princes tolanethe People ; There 
is bkewiſc a neareconſanguinity, and reflexive benevolence of aſpe&s 
between Lawes and Princes, they are both of the ſame defcene, and tend 
to the ſame end , and both arc inviolable. whilft they are afſiRant each 
zo other; theenemy of boch has no hope toprevaile,Ss attrebuat Rex legs, 
quod lex attribuit ci. Tis retrograde alſo tonature, that Princes whom 
God has ſet to feed his people , and not/without the creation of the peo» 
ple, ſhould think themſelves more valuable then — or that 
they ſhould confine their thoughts to themſelves as Gods, defpiling 


the univerſality, when God has called particular ſubjeRs their brethres, 
and forbidden them 10 lift wp ther hearts above any ef thers. 

Laſtly, that Princes which have as other men,finfull affe&tions, and 
areſubject more then other men to finfull cemptarions, and are accoun- 
table ro God therefore, in a higher degree then other men, ſhould think 


it inglorious to deny their own irregular wills, andto ſubmit to Lawes, 
Parliaments, and the Publike prayers and advice of their ſubjects, 'ris 
athing ſcarce credible. The molt expert Navigator preferres the gui. 
dance of his Needle before his own it; the meſt tried Engineer 
wholly relies uponthe certainty of his rule. \All Artiſts how rare ſoe- 
ver apply chemfelvesto their ln{truments , abſolutely renouncing their 
Skill and experience in compariſon of Mechanick direRions. Only 
Princes chule rather toerre with their own fancies and feeding 
flatterers , then co go righr with publick advice, and.no miſchicfe, which 
can happen tothemlſclyes, and millions of ochers by their error,ſeems ſo 
unkinglyto be ſuffered, as a rerratation from error. Ruc our Replicant 
has moreparticular objections againit Parliaments, e-fs firſt , That 
they have no copnizance of matter: of State: ſerondly, T hat in matters of 
grace pr 25 have no power or right : the King in thoſe , has an 
Arbitary ſole amtbority. 

Lawes ayme at uſtice, Reaſon of ſtate aimes at ſufery; L aw ſecures one 
fibject from'another, LawproteRts ſubjefts fram infolaxce of Princes, 
and Princes from edition of SubjeRs,fo far a8 certaine rules may be gi>

yen and written ; but reaſanof State gors beyand all particular formes 
and pats, and looks rather 'to the Beg, then ned ors ofa Srate, 
and ſceks to prevent mifchiefe forraign as welt as Domeſtick,by emer- 
gent Counſels,and unwritten refolutions. Reaſon of State is ſomething 
more ſublime and imperiall then Law: ic may be righcly ſaid, chatthe 
Frareſman begins where the Lawyer ceaſeth: for when warre has 'filen- 
ced Law, as it often does ; Policy is to bee obſerved as the only true 
Law, a kindgfa ditatorian power isto be allowed to het; whatfoe- 
ever has any right to defend ir felfe in time of danger isto reſort ro ; of 

licy in lead of Law, andit is the famething in the Replicant, To deny 

to Parliaments reconrſe to reaſon of State in theſe miſerable times of warre 


and danger, asto deny them ſelf. defence. 


Many men,efpecially Lawyers, would fain have Law alone take place 
in all cimes , bur for my pare Ithink ir equally deftruRive to renounce 
reaſon of State,and adhere to Law in times of great extremity, 3$£0re> 
nounce Law, & adhereto Policy in times of anquillity Noching bas 
done us more harme of Jate, then this opinion of adhering to Law only. 
for our preſervation: & the King and his party though they aretoo wilc 
themſelves to obſcrye Law at all, yer have wrought mnch upon the fim- 
pler ſorr of our ſide by. objeRing againſt us negloR of Law, Certainly 
as our dangers now are, it thee for usto adde more power 
tothe Barle of Efex( if he be thought the worthieſt man of Truſt a» 
mongſt us,as he has deſerved no lefle eftimacion) for ill I fee him lookt 
upon, and ſerved asa temporary Dictator, andthe bounds of his Com- 
miſſion to bee oaly this; =e quid detrineenti capiar Reſpublica cavere: 
I ſhall never thiak the'Parljamencs fafery ſufficiently provided for... 

To frame any Arguments, or reaſons,or to offer proofes, that the Re- 
preſentarive body ofthe Kingdome' is a Counſel! of State, rather then a 
Court of Juſtice, would ſhew me as fooliſh asthe Replicant- 'tis im- 
poſſible any man ſhould doubt of it, that doesthink the being is to dee 
preferred beforeche well being; or that whole Nations have any in- 
erefts either incheir oWne being or well being. Ler our Adverfaries 
triumph in their owne conceits, and when in the ſamecaſethere is both 
matter of Law and Scate ( asin the caſe of Hil, wheretheKing had an 
intereſt rather in State then Law) let them upbreid us for declining of 
Law : I ſhall like that beſt which chey diſlike moſt inus - Lwiſh we 


had not obſerved Lay too farre, for they would neyer fo farrereeom. 
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mend it tous, did they not know it might be ſometimes unſeaſon« 
able. 

- Ms for afts of grace andparden. I (hall not much quarrel thereabour, 
the Parliament can beſt adviſethe King how far it isfir to paſſe a Law 
of oblivion in theſe generall times of confufion : And the Anſwerer of 
the Londen Peticionaffirmed r othing, but thattheir adviſe therein was 
likely to be moſt wholfome, which can hardly be contradiQed. 

And the Law is cleareenough thar though the execution of Law be 
farreintrufted to the King,and there is a diſpenſing powr in Him, fo 
farre as he is ſuppoſed te be damnified orto be iaterelied ia he penalty; 
yer where crimes haye.been committed againſt the whole State, the 
K1ng ought not, and where particular men have been injured,cheKing 
cannot ſuffocate, fruſtrate, or deny Juſtice: 'Tis again(t his Oath, 'cig 
2Sainſt publike Liberty to deny ſatisfaRion by Ropping execution. 

4. But Londonis the moſt confiderable part of the Kingdowe and the 
Petitioners the beſt part of London ; andthe moſt to bee valued in other 
parts, ars inclined to the ſame requeſt for peave, therefore the Parliament 
eught to yeeld. | 

Whenour Adyverſaries pleaſe, they can alledge numbers for their ad. 
Yantage, asifthe Major part ofthe people were cordially on the Kings 
fide : when they pleaſe they can give you reaſons why the major om 
of the people are inchanted, and therfore cannot beon the Kings fide; 
yet we all know the major part cannor þe both for and againſt the 
King atthe ſame timein the ſame cafe. Betides divide Eng/and into z. 
parts, and we doe not allow London to bethe major of thoſe three, and 
divide London into 3. parts, and the Petitioners cannot makeit appear, 
thatchey arefull onethird part; this muſt be attributed roourRepli- 
cants boldneile meerly. That which is manifeR, is, that moſt ofthe 
faulty,aud decayed Nobility, and Gentry,are of the Kings party,and io 
areghe Leesof the people;bur almoſt all ofthe Yeomenry(which is the 
moſt confiderable ranke of any Nation) and & very choyſe parc both cf 
Nobility andGentry et this time fide againſithe King and ana Hh 
And it is.impoſſible for any rationall manto ifnagine, thatthe Ring 
has not inflane advantages againR the Parliament, if bis cauſe be ge» 
ncrally apprehended, as the morejuRt ; But ſenſe teaches us the con- 
wary, that no King inthe unjultelt cauſe that ever was, hada weaker 
party then this King, confidering what coutles he has taken. . The 


King has an Army, andfuch an Army as is ableto force and pow 
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all places where they lye, with ſwords drawne over the Peſants : \hur* 
curſed be that man tor my part, that next after God, would not referre. 
the arbitration ofthis differenceto the publike vote of the people. And 
yet we know thar there is a great deal of ſervilty in the people, and that 
for the moſt part, they loake no further then to preſent grievances; hke 
*fax in his Portage bargain,chufing rather to dy for wh. ola Lethargy 
then te ſweatfor atime under a Feayer, 1 


5- All Controverſies are determined either by the Dycof Force,and 
chance of War ( for ſo Nations haye eyer cenſur'd that kind of tryall } 
or elſethey are concluded by Lawes juttly interpreted, or elſethere is 
a middle way (which we call Accommodation) and that is common- 
ly when to avoid the miſchicfe of the Sword, and the uncertaineintri” 
cacie of Judgement, both parties by mutuall agreement condiſcend e- 
qually to depart fromthe rigor of their demands on either fide, and ſo 
comply ,accommodate,and mect together upon termes asc<quall as may 
be, Wherſoeyer then the word jy wy hr preſſed, (as it is now 
withus inthe Loxdon Petition, for the word Submiſſion is not at all 
wed) 'tis moſt abſurd and contraditory toexcludea yeelding and

ment: iruft, but muſt wholly bexruſted in every point, 


6. The King requires to have preſerved to him for the ſuture that 
compaſle of Royall power which his Progenitors have been inveſted 
with, and without which he cannot give proteRion to his Subjects. 
The Parliament defites to have preſerved tothe SubjeR, peace, ſafe- 
tie, and allthoſe priviledges which their Anceſtors haye enjoyed, with- 
out which they cannot be a Nation, much lefle a free Nation. Now 
the Militia and Poſſe of the Kingdome muſt be fo pr and concre- 
dited, and that the King may be as cqually affured of it, as the Parlia- 
ment, or elſe without 8]! Accommodation the King muſt be left to the 
Fidelity and duty of Parliament, or elle the Parliament muſt be wholl 
left tothe Kings diſcretion, or rather to the Kipgs party, Jn this calc 
what hall be done, the ROI” > pleads that the King has reſigned 
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himſelfe too far intothe hands of Papiſts and Malignants, from whom 
nothing can be expeRed bur perfidie and cruelty ; 1 he King objects 
that the Parliament is beſotted with Anabaptifts, Browniſts,FamiliRs, 
and Impoſtors, from whom nothing can be expeRed but diſloyalty 
and confuſton, It the King here will grant any ſecurity againftPapitts 
and Malignants, the queſtion is what ſecurity he will give; and if hee 
will give none, the queſtion is how he can be faidto ſceke an Accoins. 
modation; ſo on the contrary, if the Parliament will undertaketo ſc- 
cure the King, asthat is granted, then what mult that ſecurance be, 1 

will now takc it for granted, that the King ought to abjure for the fu- 

ture the giving of countenance to Papiſts,or being counſeiled or led by 

them in State matters; asalſoto dieband his Forces, and that the Par» 

liament will doe the like, and abjureall dangerous Schiſmaticks and 
Hereticks. But for a further tyeto ſtrengthen this abjuration,and for a 
ſecurance againſt Malignants,who are not yer ſo perfeRly.diſtinguiſhe 
on either fide, what ſhall be the reciprocall caution or ingagement? 
Shllthe King haveall Forts, Ships, Armes, and Offices in hisdiſpoſe? 
Shall the King affigne to what Judges he pleaſes, the diviſion of our 
quarrels ? or ſhall hetruſt his Parliameat inthe choiſe and Approba- 
tion of perſons intruſted ? Twill not diſputechis, I willonely ſay, that 
the nature of an Accommodation requires fone condeſcending on both 
fdes, and jr js manifeſt injuſtice inthe Replicavero prejudge the ſame, 
as nnbeſeeming the King more thenthe Parliament,and in all probabi- 
ly the Parliz ment is likely to conciſcend upon more diſadvancageous 
termes then the King; and is lefle lyablero be miſled, and lefleaptto 
break a truſt, then any one man. 


7. To fhiwthat the Parliament ir dicaffetied to an Accommodation and 
the King not,& that therefore « Petition totheP arliament i1 more proper @ 
feaſonable then to the King. The Replicant bitterly reviles rhe Parkament 
as having pmniſhed ſome for ſeching peace, and as having rejetted the Kings 
gracious offers of peace with termes of incivilny below the reſpett due to 4 
King. What more damnablecrimes can any man load the Parliament : 
withthenwirh rebelling againſt theKing firſt,& after rejeRingotlicers 
of peace with foule and ſcandalous language ? Ter this the Replicant free 
ty grants to himſcife, und as if hee were placed in ſometribunall above 
the Parliament, where all allegationsand proofes wereutterly ſuperflu-- 
cus, he proceeds toſertence very imporionſly, For ought I know-1 am as 
venerableand unqueſtionable a judgein this caſe as hee is, yet I dare

$. But ſayesthe Replicant, you grant that the people may perhaps find 
xt 4 better way of Accommodation then you have done,and you allow then 
to petition when you facie of your duty : «And thir muſt needs overthrow the 
Sirongeſt and moſt popular argument of your innocence and axthority. 

The Parliament did never aſſume to have an abſolute freedome from 
all failes or Errors, nor does detract from other mens knowledge, it 
vindicates nothing more then to bee lefle obnoxicus to deceit and per- 
rerſeneſſe then other Ceurts,and that the rather becaulſc ic diſdaines aoc 


any adyiſcor reaſon from any parties whatſoever. | 


9. The Anfwerer demanded from the Petitioners a modell of

inftrucion of the Parliamenc, The Replicant ſatisfies that Demand; 

Hee makes two propofitions thus ; x Thatthe Parliament fhall as reads- 
by conſent tothe Kings Rights as the King conſonts 10 theirs, 2. That the 
Reigne of Queen Elxzabeth: may be the meaſure to deter minethoſe rights. 

In this the Replicant is very reaſonable; for we freely ſubmit to both his 

propoſitions: bur he is. not ſo Politick as bethinks ; for a ſubmiſſion to 

theſe generall propofitions, will not determine any one of our Particu- 

lar es. Let us be ſafe, as wee were in Queen Elizaberhi dayes , and 

| let us be ſecured of our ſafery by the fame meanes, as Queen £/izabrth 
ſecured us 3 That is, by fhewing no countenance to Papiſts (much lefle 
admitting them as Counſellors, leaft of all as Governors in her higheſt 
Councells) let wiſe men generally loved and revered (it at the Councell 
Table, an4 letthe Publick adviſe of Pasliament ſway above all private; 
let our Lawes be in the Cuſtody of learned , and uncorrupt Tudges, and 
let our © Milt be under the Command of ſuch renowned Patriots , as 
ſhee preferred in her dayes ; and our Accommedation is mote ample, 
2nd beneficiall, then any we have yer defired. But our Replicant will 
ſuggeſt, Fe you ſuch (Swbjelts. as Queen Elizabeth raled, and King 
| | | : Charles 
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condemn nothing, but tafh and preſumpeuous condemning of aqua 4 
provte, 
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Charles will creat you, a: Oucen Elizabeth did her Subjefts: dos youright 
firft rethe King andthe King will not faile to doe right to you. Here is now 
the maine Queſtion indeed, which rightly ſolved, would ſolve all, whe- 
thertheſe deplorable miſcries, which have of late vexed and grieved our 
three Nations, have rather hapnedfrom the Change of the People, or 
from the C hange of the Prince. | | 


And moſt certaine itis future Ages will conceive no great doubt, or 
difficulty tobe in this Queſtion : buc now it is mortall ro diſpute it: ir 
is ſcarce lawfull to ſuppoſe any thing herein, Though ſ«pperere be not 
ponere but by way of ſuppofition, I willonly plead thus: if the three 
Nations have by I know not what fatall peſture,andCongrefle of ftars, 
or ſuperior Cauſes, declined from their x” ora and degenerated into 
unnaturall obtinacy,and turned recreant,and contrary to theſweet Ge- 
ins, which was cyer in their Anceſtors, they are bound to ſubmit to. 
the King &to put in him as full and abſolute a Truſt, as our Parents did 
in Queen Elizabeth +; but on the contrary, if miſcarriages in govern» 
ment, and the pernicious Connſells whereby our Princes have been 
guided, haye overwhelmed us in theſe inundations of blood, and miſ- 
chiefes; the Alteration, and Reformation , ought to begin firſt in the 
King, and He cannotexpe@ that we ſhould truſt him fo farre as we 
did Queen Elizabeth unti'l we are aflured as fully of his proteRion as 
we were of Queen Elizabeths ; but ſuppoſe there have been faults on 
both ſides, can nothing but the ſword reRifie our faults ? I hever yet 
heard that any Prince was forced to a warre with any confiderable 
partof his own Subjedts, but that he had an unjuſt cauſe,or _ have 
determined the rife without bloud by ſome Politick Complyance if 
he pleaſed. It is net ſo common or probable in nature, for Nations cauſ- 
lefly torebell, as for Princes wickedly ro epprefſe: and when armes are 
taken up on both fides,ic is not ſo ſafe for Stbieds to yeeld, as for Kings; 
nor can Subjets ſocafily reduce Kings to a peaceable agreement, and 
ceſſation of Aimes, as Kings may Subje&ts for the ſparing of blood. 
Kingscan make no compoſition almoſt diſhonourable, or diſadyanta- 
gious; but SubjeAts being falne into the indignation of revengfull Prin- 
ces are neceffitated commonly to this choyce, cither to come forth 

with halters about their necks , or to fight upon great diſadvan- 
tages. 2s Rebcllious as the SubjeRts of "Rehoboams were , a kind, 
nay, a Ciyill Anſwer might hayerctayned. them in cheirallegiance,

Nay ifany parts of the Kingdom have repined at the abuſc 
of this aroit1ary power, and refuted to pay ſubſidys 2fkſſed by the 
houſe of C.uninons, what Kings would ſuffer it? when was it not 
held a good grou::\1 of War ? ſo both Houtcs have an arbitrary 
power to abridgc che freedom of the Subje&, and to inlarge the 
Kings prerogative, beyond a meaſure; they may repeale cur great 
Chaiter, the Charter of Forrelts, and the petition of right if they 
plcaſ-, tacy may if they plcaſe ſubjeR the whole Kingdom for cver 
to the lamear>1itrary rule as France groncs undcr,nay, & they have 
Oiten been with force and all manner of follicitations almolt vice 
lented into it; and yet notwithſtanding all this; we are neither ter- 
ri'yed nor 1:2dangercd at all by this arbitrary power in both hovutes. 

To haverhen an arbitrary power placed in the Peers and Comm. 
1s narurall and expcdicnt at all times, but the very ule of thisarbi- 

tr:ry power, according to reaſon of State, and warlick policy in 
times of generall dangers and diſtreſſe is abſolutely neceſſary and 
Incvitable: but 'tis a great uff:nce, ihat both Houſes ſhould make ordie 
nances generally binding. 

They, which would take from us all meancs of defence; if they
